It is a 
sporting affair, deriving its value from owners’ subscriptions, except that the association adds 
$1,000 in gold plate. Last year it was worth $11,000 to Hannibal’s owner, and the year be- 
fore, when Sun Briar won, it netted $11,750. Its greatest value was in 1903, when Aristoc- 
racy defeated Broomstick and Stalwart and handed John E. Madden the neat’ sum of 
$21,500. The announced field of starters for today is smaller than is customary in the run- 
ning of this race, but there is speed in plenty there and another meeting between the crack 
fillies Bonnie Mary and Panoply is an item of pleasing interest, to say nothing of the second 
essay of the $15,600 Gcjden Broom to show that he is worth the money he cost as a year- 
ling.

Naturalist was away well 
and pt once raced into the lead, which kept him out 
of the trouble at the elbow leading from the chute 
J* t h a . m a l n tnwfc .— r W n w Peii k an t f, - LeoehareH and 
Bally also were prompt in getting into motion and 
followed the leader closely until the stretch was 
reached, where Bally and Leochares gave way, but 
War Pennant kept on doggedly and for a brief 
space in tlie stretch threatened to overhaul Natural- 
ist, but the latter wiien shaken up slightly drew 
out from War Pennant and resolutely frustrateil 
the game challenge made by Star Master near tlie 
end. 

Better conditions for the sport could not have been 
made to order and. coupled with the fact that a 
seven-race program was the offering. It brought 
out the full strength of racing devotees here. Bet- 
ting activities was again of the voluminous sort, 
with the price quoters again reaping a harvest, for 
five of the seven choices went down into decisive 
defeat. Robert Oliver and Naturalist were the ex- 
ceptions. 

SERIES or MISHAPS W STEEPLECHASE. 

The steeplechase over the about two-niile 
course was productive of a series of mishaps to all 
the starters excepting the winner, Robert Oliver, 
which ultimately came home unattended, with 
Kingstown ’Pier in second place and Northwnoil 
landing third. There were five starters in the race 
and, while Northwood was on his feet, he caused 
an Interesting contest, for he showed the way to 
Kingstown Pier by a short margin and' when Kings- 
town Pier retired as a result of being stricken 
with a slight hemorrhage, the leader gamely dis- 
puted with Robert Oliver for the lead and his 
gameness promised reward until negotiating the 
last obstacle, where he made a bad landing and fell. 
Tills allowed Robert Oliver to canter home alone, 
as Toppy Nix had come to grief at the third hedge 
and Wingold at the fifth Jump. Kingstown Pier 
was done completely after the eleventh Jump, but 
Nortliwood’s fall enabled him to secure s(-rond 
place. Northwood was remounted and finished 
third. 

Huttoutrope was regarded by most of the astute 
backers as the best betting prcqiosition of the after- 
noon and was the best in the race, but tlie illy 
Judged ride- he was given caused his failure by the 
closest of margins and Loftus was the main factor 
in Vanc-oiiver’s victory.

SARATOG-A SPRINGS, N. Y., August 8.— Edward 
R. Bradley may not have brought horses gooil 
enough to win races during the past four years at 
Saratoga, but be has certainl.v introduced a miglity 
promising apprentice rider, if the work of young 
Simpson Boyle on Binding Tie and Kilkenny is to 
b»> Inokiul upon as tlie rule of tills youngster’s 
efforts and not the exception. The boy has not 
bad many opiiortnnitios liere, but bis two victories 
yestenlay si'iit liis stock away up in the ap- 
prcntlc-e market. It was not so much the results 
tliat s|M>ke, but wimt Uie boy had to do to acliiovo 
tlic results. On Binding Tie lip bad quUe some 
mud thrown at him from the lenders. Then he had 
to use Judgment in choosing liis course when he 
liad tiie opportunity. Tliat he had the best horse 
under him is unquestioned, but some riders can 
lose races even on best liorses. His work on Kil- 
kenny wns muoh more intricate tban that on 
Binding Tie. In the Kilkenny race lie was mixed 
lip wUh a band of cheap selling platers from the 
lieginning to tlie close of the race. With such a band 
of “scrambling uncertainties’’ Boyle knew enough 
to get as clear sailing as possible, and when oppor- 
tunity arose for him to sit down and ride his horse 
be was there with the goods and appeared to be as 
dexterous as tlie old-timer and good r’.jer T. 
Nolan. Up to yesterday Boyle has ridden thirty- 
two winners, hence has but eight more cliances 
with “the bus” allowance in this section, but else- 
where be has the remainder of a year from ills first 
winning mount, which runs into some date next 
winter, his first victory being at New Orleans. 

It is not generally known, but H. P. Whitney’s 
Vexatious, winner of the Alabama Stakes, was 
considered the best filly in the Whitney barns last 
year; in fact, James Rowe, her’ trainer, thought be 
possibly liad a duplicate of Regret, the Kentucky 
Derby winning filly. For a time in the early 
spring of 1918 there were visions at Red Bank, 
Mr. Whitney’s winter quarters, that the filly 
stakes for babies were at tlie mercy of this rapid - 
going miss, the daughter of Peter Pan — Contrary. 
But fate decreed otherwise. Vexatious was taken 
sick and was ailing for a long period, coming to 
the races tills year a three-year-old maiden. In 
her first effort a few days ago she was beaten 
by Huttontrope. Whether she was a bit short or not 
is a question known to the stable connections, but 
Huttontrope beat her quite easily. That her race 
on that occasion did her a whole lot of good she 
proved when she took the measure of Milkmaid in a 
surprisingly easy manner. 

VEXATIOUS HEYEN FULLY EXTENDED. 

At no time during the running was Vexations 
fully extended. Twice Milkmaid tried to run up 
to her quarters, but Ambrose simply let out an 
inch of line and she went away again as if the race 
was Just beginning. There was a difference of 
twelve pounds in the weights of the two fillies 
in the Alabama, Vexatious having the maiden 
allowance. In arguing upon the future of the two 
racers, friends of Milkmaid are inclined to the 
belief that Milkmaid will beat Vexatious when the 
weights are equal, claiming that, the Whitney filly 
did not give the Ross representative a twelve- 
pound beating. Opinions differ on that subject, 
but on looks there, is uo comparison between the 
pair; in fact, some of the Whitney contingent are 
willing to wager that Vexatious can beat Milkmaid 
with the weights reversed. They will no doubt 
meet again before the close of the meeting, and the 
event will be looked forward to with considerable 
interest. 

Backers of favorites are squirming under punish- 
ment since the meeting gtarted here. Few of the 
first choices have connected. The rank and file 
are beginning to look at all favorites with sus- 
picion. The wise handicupix'rs are profiting by 
tlie downfall of clioiees, for no otiH'r reason than 
iiiMiiy of the favorites have been quoted at ex- 
eeeilingl.v short figures and some of them come 
under tlie head of false favorites. One siirewd 
iiaiidii-apper said 3 ’osterday that there was no 
visible reason why Andarious shoiihl have lieen made 
favorite over Tliunderclap. Had tlie race been 
three-quarters there might liave iM'cn Just cause for 
Ills lieiiig placed at tlie liend of the list, hut lie 
had never Ihi'ii a.«ked to go a mile and 
there is always a reasonalde doubt when such a 
question is asked of any horse tliat lias heretofore 
shown nothing but sprinting proclivities. Again in 
the fifth race yesterday St. Quentin was quoted at 
an exceedingly sliort price,- according to individual 
liundicappers, considering he was asked to carry 
114 imunds. Favorite backers are not usually good 
haiidicuppers, but rely on the market for tlielr 
tips. Tills is where the experts and cold form 

backers reap the liarvest of their Intelligence. 

- Kinuoiil won liis race so impressively that it is 
IHissible another Richmond is in tlie field for two- 
year-old honors. His victory in the .Albany Handi- 
cap puts a much liigher value on Golden Broom, 
wliich is also trained by Mike Daly, the latter' be- 
ing a suiierior eolt to Kiunoiil, according to stable 
reckoning. The two-year-old situation is becom- 
ing more perplexing every day or two and racing 
folk are getting anxious to see some of the real 
gems get togetlier. 

Horsemen are enthusiastic over the prices paid 
for good j’earlings. In sfieaking of tlie eolt by 
LTtimus— Tsarina, Jack Goldsborough said: “If that 
colt Is not a runner tlien it is no use trying to pick 
liorses on looks. He has everything that indicates 
his being a high-cluss horse.’’ 

Amos Krause, an employe of tlie Schwarts Bros., 
wliile working out a. Jumper after the second race, 
bad a bud-looking fall. He was taken to the Sara- 
toga Hospital. A diagnosis showed a broken collar- 
bone, conibiiied with a liad shaking up. His injuries 
arc not considered serious. 

NO OPTION GIVEN ON DORVAL PARK 

SARA’TOGA SPRINGS, N. Y„ August 8.— Fred 
Richard was an arrival from Montreal this morning 
and will remain for se.veral days. Mr. Richard is 
one of the moving spirits iu the Dorval course.

AH know that Mr. Sanford 
likes a high-class racer about as well as anyone, 
iind wlien tiie news came that lie would d!s)sis«‘ of 
all of his racers in France, including liis liris'dlng 
stock, besides his liorses in training on this side, 
tlie inipressiiin gaineil ground that he Iiad decided 
to retire temporarily from the turf and tliat it 
was doubtful if his colors would be seen in action 
next year. 

If tills is the ease it means, of course, that Pres- 
ton Burcii, who lias acteil as adviser, manager and 
trainer of the Sanford establishment for tlie past 
few j'ears, will seek another position. Mr. Burch 
is probably the best of the younger division of horse- 
men in America, and he comes by liis skill honestly, 
for Ills father before him was, and for tliat matter 
is, one of America’s foremost trainers. Preston 
Burcb lias been quite successful in bis ciiosen pro- 
fession, not only In France, but in Italy as well, 
where he won a great number of races previous to 
the war. He trained some horses for Mr. La 
Montague and also Mr. Sanford on the other side, 
besides several which raced in his own colors. 

In the event of 'Walter Jennings retiring at tlic 
end <5f the present year it would not be surprising 
to find Preston Burch -trainer and manager of tlie 
A. K. Macomber stable. As a matter of fact, his 
name has already been mentioned as Mr. Jennings’ 
successor, and It certainly looks as if Mr. Macom- 
ber has made a wise selection. It is presumed that 
the stable will be strengthened by tlie addition of 
some promising young material. Tliere are some 
useful older horses in the string which should come 
to hand next year. Walter Jennings, since his 
connection with Mr. Macomber, has certainly had 
more than his share of tough luck.

A selection of tipsters’ adrertising relating to 
the Derby extending over the last sixty or seventy 
years would form a curious chapter. When the rac- 
iiiB tipster came into existence in England it would 
lie hard to tell, but certainly not until bookmakers 
became fairly plentiful. 

Kor a great number of years, in order to be able to 
back a horse to win any considerable stake on an 
Kiialish race, it was necessary that it should be op- 
jiosed by some otlier animal with a strong follow- 
ing. But as racing became rather professional than 
amateur a class of men sprang up who were ready 
to lay odds against any horse winning. 

They did this not from any prejudice against the 
animal itself, but from the experience that the field 
often contained the best horse. So to the great con- 
venience of sportsmen, tlie “better round,” or 
“leg,” as be was originally termed, came into 
existence. William Ogdon, the Newmarket Oracle, 
which nickname suggests that he was also a tip- 
ster, is generally considered to have been the first 
bookmaker proper, and he would appear to have 
lieen at the zenith of his fame about the year 1797. 

At the beginning of the nineteenth century Cloves 
and Uobinson were a pair of “pencilers” well 
kiio'.rn all over the Kingdom wherever a race meet- 
ing was held, but the redoubtable Mr. Crockford, 
erst dealer in shellfish, was the first to make 
iiimself conspicuous a head and shoulders above 
his associates in laying the odds. The latter may 
lie taken to have been the prototype of Davies, 
the Leviatlian, whose name, perhaps, was better 
known to tiie public of his time than that of any 
other bookmaker before or since. Davies is credited 
with the invention of betting lists, which first en- 
ableil the “man in the street” to back bis fancy. 

Tipsters liare always made a good harvest out of 
the Derby, liecause it is the popular race of the 
year and liecaiise many persons bet on it who never 
liet on aii.v other race. One of the earliest Derby 
tips of which we have any record concerns the 
event of 1S«1. It wili be remembered the first 
Derby was won by Sir Charles Biinbury’s Diomed — 
that horse’s supreme effort, for he accomplished 
little or nothing afterward and in eighteen years’ 
time was sold for fifty guineas to go to America. 

Kilt liefore Diomed left England, be had a daughter 
Ciantess, which in turn bad a daughter named 
Eleanor and she, in 1801, created a record by being 
t!ie first filly to win both the Derby and Oaks, a 
feat that was not equalled until 1857, when Blink 
Bonny achieved like renown. 

Tradition relates that Cox, Sir Charles Bunbiiry’s 
old training groom, foretold Eleanor’s victories under 
dramatic circumstances. Two months before the 
Epsom meeting of 1801, he was seised with fatal 
illness and his family of friends, together with a 
liarson, assembled around his bed. Something was 
seen to he on the dying man’s mind. 

lie was given a glass of cordial and, thereupon, 
by a tremendous effort, he delivered himself of a 
proplie<-y, <-ouche<l in stable Anglo-Saxon, concerning 
Eleanor’s double crown. None of tliose present at 
the liedside — not forgetting the parson, it is said — 
had reason to regret the ensuing Epsom fixture — 
man, woman and child were “on” Eleanor for the 
double event. 

PALMIEST DAYS IH 1884. 

Til" palmiest days of the Derby tipster, however, 
were while the betting houses flourished in London. 
In 1884 an act was passed making lotteries and 
gaining tables illegal and to take their place bet- 
ting lists were instituted. Serie street (Strand) 
and Ixing Acre soon became full of these establish - 
nicnis iind liere it was tliat the bookmaker first 
ri-all.v tasteil blood and the general public began 
to a<-(|iiini a love of betting, its mysteries and its 
cliaini's. 

Tlicn, too, it was that the advent of the Derby 
foiin 1 the newspapers teeming with offers to tip the 
winner. There were iieople who had dreamed it by 
means of clairvoyance, tliere was the governess or 
lady’s maid in a noble family who had obtained a 
graml turf secret (by eavesdropping), there was the 
parson who had attended a dying tout and whose 
object was to benefit the tout’s destitute family, 
etc. 

•\11 of these tipsters, as a rule, were ready to 
Iiart with the secret for five shillings at the most; 
and no doubt by spreading the wliole field over the 
applicants, tliey obtained profit somewhere. Betting 
lionses were abolished by Cockburn’s act, passed in 
IS.'iS. At the last moment a fruitless attempt was 
made to add a clause to this statute by which tip- 
sters could be prosecuted, together with the news- 
pa |ier which inserted their advertisements. 

Derby tips in verse began about the time of the 
accesKiiin of Queen Victoria and, notwithstanding 
the difficulties of rhyming, tipsters and the doggerel 
most of them wrote, theirs liave been the most 
startling and best authenticated forecasts. 

Ill 1837 Vates (Harrison of the Morning Adver- 
tiser) foretold the victory of an outsider, Phos- 
)ihoriis. which started at 40 to 1 and was dead lame 
on the eve of the race. This prediction is consid- 
ered one of tiie most remarkable on record, although 
a still stranger one was when Intrepid (a rank 
outsider) was placed first and St. Lawrence second 
months before the race in which they finished in 
that order. 

Bhyniing tipsters enjoyed their greatest vogue in 
the ’(JO’S. The most famous of tliem were Bhyming 
Bichard, who has been identified us a clerk named 
Lindsay, and Orange Blossom, the pseudonym of the 
late Henry Smurthwaite. As early as January, 
IHtiU, Bhyming Richard prophecied the victory of 
'i'horniuiiby for that year’s Derby, as follows: 

Fate’s perfect Mirror have I seen. 

The best you ever saw man by; 

And I have spelt a name therein. 

And spelt it into Thormanby. 

Tiie betting against tlie horse was then about 
HI lo 1. 

In 18ti1 Bliyiiiiug Bichard nearly repeated Iiis feat 
of tlie previous year. On January 15, \»'hen 110 to 1 
was lieiug laid against the colt, he plumped fur the 
winner in the following now cryptic lines: 

Confusion to the lips unsweet. 

The fawning lips that breed ’em; 

I stand aloof, and boldly beat 
A kettledrum for fre^om. 

'I'he IX‘rby of 1882^ which brought out an Immense 
field, was won by a rank outsider, Caractacus, 
against which odds of 50 to 1 were offered. Never- 
theless a lot of small punters were “on,” for, al- 
thongh Bhyming Richard’s long poem in Bell ended 
by plumping for tlie favorite, Neptuuus, it contained 
lines of warning that Caractacus might effect a 
surprise: 

(.'aractacus, whose wondrous Shape 
Sets every country mouth agape. 

And if of the outsiders there 

One horse should pass the winning chair. 

Enfolded in tlie successful three. 

Be sure Caractacus is he! 

The Gazette poets — and there grew to be a host 
of them — of the next few years proved to be dire 
failures. 

After the sixties the great craze for rhyming tips 
seems to have evaisiruted, but the rhyming tipster 
has never quite stoiiiM*d work. In more modern '

times another Caractacuslike coup was brought off 
by John Trew-IIay in the following Unes, which ap- 
peared in the Sportsman on Derby day, 1892: 

Surprise of surprises! A great shout arises 

I’roelaiming abroad that the contest is done; 

That Wisdom’s chef d’oevre, the son of Man- 
oeuvre. 

Ijord Bradford’s Sir Hugo the Derby has won. 

Sir Hugo started at 40 to 1. 

Unfortunately Mr. Trew-IIay did not follow up 
his initial success so well as Bhyming lUcliard, tiie 
tipster poet laureate of tlie preceding generation. 
In 1893 be gave Dame President, a 20 to 1 chance, 
which finished absolutely lust. In 1894 bis choice 
rested with another outsider. Reminder, at 33 to 1, 
which ran tliird, the odds against him for a place 
being 4 to 1. In 1895 his selection was the un- 
placed Laveno. In 1896, however, he plumped for 
Galtee More, on wliich odds of 4 to 1 were laid, 
while in the following year in selecting Persimmon 
he succeeded in giving an astonishingly accurate 
forecast of the incidents of the race and of the 
scene of boundless enthusiasm whicli followed the 
royal victory. — Louduu Sporting Life,
